New Regulations 
Made Concerning 
Campus Traffic 


New parking regulations will go 
into effect on Monday. These regu- 
lations will be enforced by the 
Monterey Police Department. The 
new rules were made because of 
the ever-increasing numbers of 
automobiles on campus. Here are 
the new regulations: 

(1) The speed limit on all cam- 
pus roads shall be 15 miles per 
hour. 

(2) Traffic on all campus roads 
shall be two-way unless otherwise 
designated. 

(3) There shall be no parking on 
campus roads unless designated 
parking spaces have been provided. 

(4) There shall be no parking in 
any Other place other than a desig- 
nated parking space. 

(5) Parking shall be limited to 
20 minutes in the parking space in 
front of the college administration 
building (green curb.) 

(6) Cars illegally parked may be 
towed away at the discretion of the 
college. 

(7) Parking areas on campus: 

1. Area across the road 
from the engineering 


building. 
2. Area adjacent to and 
behind the athletic 


locker rooms. 

3. Area across the road 
from the college ad- 
ministration building. 

4. That portion of a road 
west of the art, chemis- 
try, and music buidings. 

Remember, regulations must be 
obeyed by everyone under penalty 
of the Monterey Police Force.

The skeleton is believed 
to be that of a mosasaur or of an entirely new species not yet classified. 


Student Finds 
Ancient Fossil

On the afternoon of March 
twenty-third, three MPC students 
came upon and uncovered the fos- 
sil of a giant prehistoric sea lizard. 


The find was made by Donald 
Howard, Wayne Switzer and Phil 
Widell who were scavenging the 
Moreno Gulch for fossil remnants. 


A vertebra protruding from the 
rocks make it possible for Howard 
to find the final resting place for 
the eighty million year old skele- 
ton. 


As soon as the discovery was 
made, Dr. Welles, Professor of 
Paleonthology at the University of 
California at Berkeley, was con- 
tacted and asked to come to super- 
vise the excavation. Dr. Welles, a 
world renowned authority on ma- 
rine reptiles, considers it an ex- 
tremely significant discovery. The 
nine-foot long fossil is either a 
young mosasaur, which would 
make it the only one of this rather 
small size known to exist, or it is 
an entirely new species. 


The mosasaur was found in the 
foothills of the San Joaquin Valley 
about twenty-two miles west of 
Mendota. 


When cleaning of the fossil has 
been completed, the specimen will 
be taken to the University of Cali- 
fornia for further study. It will 
then be brought back to the pen- 
insula where it will be placed on 
exhibit in the Monterey Peninsula 
College museum.

paper cup, he is expected to pick 
up after himself.

Student Council Activity Grows 


With the semester drawing to a 
close, the student council is fast be- 
coming a hotbed of activity and 
constructive conflict concerning 
campus matters. 

If the recent meetings can be 
taken as an example, MPCites 
can rest assured that the student 
government building walls will 
echo to many friendly arguments 
in the next two or three weeks. 

Three main items of discussion 
have popped up in these meetings. 
They are: juke box, constitution 
revisions and garage for school] 
car. 

Originally the juke box was 
brought into the Student Union 
only for Charity Week festivi- 
ties, but suddenly it seemed as 
though all the student union 
users wanted it there for keeps. 
In fact, a petition to that effect 
circulated and picked up in ex- 
cess of 170 signatures. Word of 
that petition had no sooner been 
released than another one made 
the rounds—but this new peti- 
tion favored getting rid of the 
mechanical music maker. One of 
the circulators of the second pe- 
tition reported to the student 
council that she had been brand- 
ed as a troublemaker, and that a 
student had warned her, “Don’t 
you know what happens to 
troublemakers?” Her petition 
got more than ninety names on 
it. 

The council voted to call a spe- 
cial campus election to see if the 
majority of the students want the 
juke box in the union. The election 
was held Wednesday, but by press 
time the results had not been re- 
leased. 

The second controversial item 
on the agenda was the Constitu- 
tion Revision Committee’s recom- 
mendations. The first proposed 
amendment encountered no objec- 
tions, since it calls for the naming 
of elected student body officers 
(which our current constitution 
fails to do.) 

The committee’s second rec- 
ommendation went down to de- 
feat after extensive debate which 
exhausted most of two meetings. 
This amendment favored remov- 
ing six offices from the council, 
and turning their duties over to 
some of the remaining offices. 
The six positions in question 
were Activities Publicity Chair- 
man, Rallies and Assemblies 
Chairman, Head Cheerleader, 
Head Songleader, and the Fresh- 
man and Sophomore Secretary- 
Treasurers. 

The other three recommenda- 


tions passed with little opposition. 
They were: a section to clarify the 
position of faculty advisor on the 
council; leaving the decision as to 
the number of cheer and song 
leaders up to the Board of Judges; 
and a section to call for the posting 
of minutes in various campus spots 
prior to following meetings. 


A recommendation from the 
floor was also accepted. It con- 
concerns first semester freshmen 
holding council offices other than 
their class’s positions. If this 
amendement is passed by the.. 
student body, then first semes- 
ter freshmen will be able to hold 
these offices legally. (This year 
no less than six first semester 
freshmen have held . offices 
which, according to the consti- 
tution, they have no right to 
hold. ) 

Dean of students Ralph Smith 
announced to the council that the 
school district was offering a deal 
whereby the MPC station wagon 


could be serviced at the bus sheds. 


if ASMPC would reduce the rate 
of charge levied against the dis- 
trict when it borrows the car. Mr. 
Smith recommended acceptance of 
the offer, since it would mean a 
substantial savings for the college. 
The council voted then to accept 
the district’s plan. Following that, 
was discussion as to the possibility 
of MPC building a garage of its 
own for the station wagon. This 
matter was postponed to the next 
meeting, and the council adjourned.

Norris, piano, has played with 
the Buddy Franco Quartet and 
worked with Stan Getts and Peggy 
Lee. 

Sheldon, trumpet, has worked 
with Stan Kenton.

This 
means that Menlo wins the Coast 
Conference Tennis Title with a 
nine and one record, while MPC 
finished in second place with 8 
and 2. The deciding match was won 
by Crawford and Bruce Campbell 
when they defeated George Stoes- 
ser and Tony Russon in the last of 
the doubles by scores of 6-2, 4-6, 
and:/-5. 

On May 1 and 2 the tennis team 
traveled to San Jose for the Coast 
Conference Tournament. The team 
title was won by Menlo due to the 
fine play of Crawford and Camp- 
bell who took the doubles after 
Crawford had won the singles. 
Menlo finished with 15 points while 
MPC was a close second with 12. 
Then came San Jose 7; Hartnell 
5: Diablo Valley 5; and Vallejo 
with nothing. In the quarter-finals 
of the singles matches Tony Russo 
nearly beat Bruce Campbell in 
what was the best match of the 
tournament. 

Also in the singles George 
Stoesser defeated three straight 
opponents before bowing to Chris 
Crawford in the finals, 6-1 and 7-5. 
Ray Moore won one and lost one; 
Mike Smith also was 1 and 1 for 
the day. In the doubles it was 
Crawford and Campbell all the 
way as they put down Stoesser 
and Tim Wang for the Champion- 
ship in the doubles competition.
